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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1 ) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 1-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Muramatsu (2004/0171391). 

Regarding claim 1, 5, comprising: Muramatsu discloses a mobile terminal device 
having route guiding function and route guiding method utilizing mobile terminal device, 
comprising: providing a portable device storing data representing locations within a 
research area relevant to the market research (see fig.5, step SI 6, figs.9-10 and its 
description); inputting transmitter location data in the portable device representing 
selected locations of the wireless transmitters relative to the research area (see fig.5, 
step SI 7 figs.9-10 and its description); and associating data representing each wireless 
transmitter with respective transmitter location data in the portable device (see fig.5, 
step SI 8 figs.9-1 0 and its description). 

Regarding claim 2, comprising: Muramatsu further discloses wherein the 
research area comprises an interior of a commercial establishment (see figs.9-1 9, and 
its description). 
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Regarding claim 3, comprising: Muramatsu discloses a mobile terminal device 
having route guiding function and route guiding method utilizing mobile terminal device, 
comprising: a portable device storing location data representing locations within a 
research area relevant to the market research (see fig.3, element 15, paragraph [0059], 
[0090] [0096], figs.9-19, and its description); and a processor within the portable device 
operative to associate the iocation data with data representing respective wireless 
transmitters positioned at the locations (see fig.3, elements 14, 15 paragraph [0087]- 
[0089], figs.9-19, and its description). 

Regarding clainns 4, 11-12 comprising: Muramatsu further discloses an 
Interactive display coupled with the processor the processor being operative to control 
the interactive display to display a layout nrtap representing the research area, the 
system further comprising a user interface coupled with the processor to input 
transmitter data representing a wireless transmitter, the processor being operative to 
control the interactive display to display transmitter-representative data representing the 
wireless display on the layout map, the interactive display being operative to receive 
data representing repositioning of the transmitter-representative data on the layout map 
by a user and providing the location data, the interactive display being operative to 
supply the location data to the processor (see fig.3, elements 10, 1 1 , 12, 13, 14, figs.9- 
19, and its description). 

Regarding claim 6-10, comprising: Muramatsu further discloses wherein 
providing transmitter data comprises receiving the transmitter data in a portable device 
(see fig.3, element 10a, igs.9-19, and its description).
